Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative discussed claims 1 , 9,1 5,20, which are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b). Specifically, Applicant's Rep. argued that "Nishikawa does not discard the least 
significant bit of the first repair router input data bus". To support his argument, Applicant's Rep. referred to col. 5 lines 
50 to col. 6 line 16 and col. 17, lines 57-59 of Nishikawa. However, Nishikawa (col. 6, lines 10-16) clearly teaches the 
LSB (Least Significant Bit) is stored in the defect region. It is inherent that the act of writing the LSB to a defective 
memory cell is the same as "discarding" the LSB. If a memory cell is defective, then anything written to that memory 
cell is effectively discarded. The Applicant's argument is not persuasive. Therefore, the 102 rejection is maintained.
